"Wu have been among the White Moun- 


tains lu summer, but were never impressed 
with iho full glory of mountain scenery un- 
til we uacraOcd JIouul Washington during 
tbe frost of winter. 
On tbe road from the 


Wbilo Mountain Hnuso Ibe peak resembles 
adouieoficc, aud is constantly before us 
during a seven mile snow shoe tramp to 111 
bise. 
Tho first part nf Ibe ascent is made 


through wooj.', and over five feet of snow. 
Tho Iretis, which iu summer were festoonrd 
wilh moss, are now covered with ice, so 
lust i hey charm Ihe eyo u they sparkle In 
the light of iho sun. 


"As wo proceed the frees grow more 


slunlccl, the snow lets deep, aud the Ice 
more abundant, until we leave the last trace 
of vegetation behind, aud find ourselves ea- 
vclopal in « cloud. Our range of vision is 
limited in u f.;w roils; ihe ice begins to form 
on oar dollies auii lisir, anil tho wind whis- 
tles on our Uacki; tint ihrj t'rnst work Is in-

n tquil abrogation of Ihii tax.' The taxei 
n Iron and steel, which are Ibe material of 
o many important Industries, form griev 
us oppressions which abstract millions of 
ullars annually from the profits of our pro- 
nctive labor. The taxes on lumber,on wool, 
n sail and on many ulher articles are ap- 
jireully levied In lha i merest of a small 
urnber of persons,and make heavy demands 
pon Ihe resources, of our people, while 
ielditigtbem little advantaga. The ur.der-
